Statutory  Committee. — The  Statutory 
Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
wl  meet  in  London  at  10.30  a.m.  on 
February  15,  to  consider  information  and 
vidence  received  by  the  Committee  from 
rtiich  it  appears  that  a  member  of  the 
Society  failed  in  his  duties  as  superin- 
endent  pharmacist  of  a  body  corporate 
>y  reason  of  facts  leading  to  the  conviction 
>f  his  employers ;  another  member,  being 
.  manager  in  personal  control  of  a  business , 


failed  in  his  duties  by  reason  of  facts 
leading  to  the  conviction  of  his  employers; 
and  a  third  member  was  convicted  of 
conspiracy. 

Perfumery  Makers'  Federation  Discussed. 

— At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Cosmetic 
and  Toilet  Preparations  Trade  Association 
of  Great  Britain,  held  in  London  on 
February  6,  proposals  to  form  a  single 
organisation  for  the  industry  were  dis- 
cussed. The  meeting  had  before  it  a  report 
prepared  as  a  result  of  discussions  between 
the  Executive  Committees  of  the  Cosmetic 
and  Toilet  Preparations  Trade  Association 
and  the  Perfumery  and  Toilet  Preparations 
Manufacturers'  Section  of  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  in  which  it  was  sta- 
ted that  the  joint  meeting  had  unanimously 
resolved  that  it  was  desirable  to  form  as 
early  as  possible  a  single  organisation  for 
the  industry  under  the  title  of  "The  Toilet 
Preparations  and  Perfumery  Manufac- 
turers' Federation  of  Great  Britain." 
Mr.  F.  L.  Blackwell  (chairman)  said  the 
authorities  were  interested '  only  in  dealing 
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with  one  organisation,  and  the  Committee 
felt  that  the  proposals  were  good  and  in 
the  interests  of  all  members.  Mr.  Demuth, 
in  a  spirited  speech,  asked  the  meeting  to 
reject  the  proposals  as  contrary  to  their 
interests.  He  was  much  against  the 
formation  of  the  Federation.  After  views 
had  been  put  forward  by  several  members, 
the  following  resolution  was  proposed  by 
Mr.  French :  "That  this  question  be 
referred  for  general  discussion  to  another 
meeting."  On  a  show  of  hands  the  resolu- 
tion was  carried  and  the  meeting  was 
adjourned. 

Cosmetics  in  Gaol. — At  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Police  Courts  and  Prison 
Gate  Mission,  Liverpool,  on  January  29, 
the  Lord  Chief  Justice  (Lord  Caldecote) 
said  that  one  question  which  should  be 
.  considered  when  discussing  prison  condi- 
tions was  the  issue  of  cosmetics  to  women 
prisoners.  Many  women  were  so  lost  with- 
out cosmetics  that,  even  in  prison,  they  felt 
a  little  more  disreputable  when  cosmetics 
were  lacking.

Society's  Finances  Probed  at  Bradford. — 

[r.  T.  Heseltine  (a  member  of  the  Pharma- 
jutical  Society's  Council  and  of  the 
ational  Pharmaceutical  Union  Executive) 
ive  his  first  talk  to  Bradford  district 
lemists  as  a  Council  member  at  a  joint 
Leeting  of  the  local  branches  of  the  Society 
Ld  N.P.U.  on  January  18.  He  gave  some 
ndid  opinions  on  the  expenditure  involved 
the  Society's  work,  saying  he  considered 
iie  school  too  costly,  while  if  its  cost  could 
ot  be  substantially  curtailed  it  should  be 
osed.  The  law  side  of  the  Society's  work 
lso  was  expensive  but  in  this  case  the 
hole  membership  was  available  for  benefit, 
nd  he  considered  the  money  well  spent, 
he  original  Benevolent  Fund  was  unfor- 
unately  necessary,  and  he  was  glad  it 
worked  on  a  generous  scale.  Under  the 
hanged  war  conditions  the  War  Aid  Fund, 
rtiich  stood  at  ^34,000,  had  grown  large 


enough  for  likely  needs ;  it  was  known  that 
apprentices  and  assistants  would  be  helped 
by  the  Government  with  their  fees,  and  the 
Society  did  not  need  a  big  nucleus  for  that 
purpose.  Chemists  might  now  reasonably 
earmark  their  donations  for  the  original 
Benevolent  Fund.  Present-day  contribu- 
tors to  the  new  building  could  not  expect 
any  material  advantage  from  it,  but  they 
could  look  to  their  children  enjoying  some 
substantial  benefit.  In  regard  to  the 
health  services  White  Paper,  he  assured 
chemists  that  facts  were  being  collected 
for  the  presentation  of  a  case  for  pharmacy 
as  the  source  for  dispensing,  and  that  the 
craft  would  be  given  full  details. 

Cultural  Relations  with  France. — At  the 
University  of  Liverpool,  recently,  the 
French  Ambassador  (M.  Massigli)  addressed 
in  English  a  conference  on  "The  Future  of 
Franco-British  Cultural  Relations."  French 
scientists,  said  the  Ambassador,  who  had 
been  deprived  for  four  years  of  any  contact 
with  the  outside  world,  were  longing  to 
study  British  developments,  and  had 
already  encountered  a  most  friendly  wel- 
come in  London. 


PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 


National  Health  Insurance. — The  Minister 
f  Health,  asked  on  February  1  whether 
le  could  make  a  statement  about  imple- 
nenting  the  recommendations  of  the  White 
aper  on  health  services,  said  he  was 
ngaged  in  discussion  of  the  proposals 
vith  representatives  of  the  medical  pro- 
ession  and  others  concerned,  and  was  not 
ret  in  a  position  to  make  any  statement. 

Insurance  Chemists'  Prescriptions. — Mr. 
banning  asked  the  Minister  of  Health  on 
ebruary  1  whether  an  insurance  chemist 
vas  required  by  existing  regulations  to 
upply  with  reasonable  promptness  to  any 
Derson  who  presented  an  order,  on  a 
Description  form  provided  by  an  Insurance 
Committee  for  the  purpose  and  signed  by  an 
nsurance  medical  practitioner  or  his  deputy, 
he  drugs  or  appliances  ordered  thereon. 
Mr.  Willink :  Yes,  sir.  Mr.  Manning :  Will 
he  right  hon.  and  learned  gentleman  take 
his  up  with  Boots,  Ltd.,  who  are  refusing 
o  supply  certain  appliances  and  drugs 
)rdered  on  the  pretext  they  are  of  enemy 
manufacture  or  origin,  and  will  he  deal 
with  the  cases  of  Messrs.  Boots,  in  several 
ounties  of  this  country,  that  have  already 
□een  put  before  him.  Mr.  Willink:  If  my 
ion.  friend  will  bring  to  my  notice  the 
particular  aspect  of  the  subject  he  has  in 


mind  I  will  certainly  look  into  the  matter. 
Another  question  was  asked  by  Mr.  Man- 
ning on  the  same  subject.  The  Minister's 
reply  was  that  he  had  no  jurisdiction  in  the 
matter  except  in  respect  of  specific  cases. 
One  appeal  stood  referred  to  him,  but  he 
was  not  at  that  time  in  a  position  to  give 
his  decision. 

Dispensing  of  Prescriptions. — Mr.  R. 
Duckworth  asked  the  Minister  of  Health 
on  February  1  whether  he  was  aware  that 
medical  prescriptions,  even  if  marked  "very 
urgent,"  could  not  be  attended  to  without 
delay,  owing  to  shortage  of  staffs  in  retail 
chemists'  shops ;  and  whether  he  would 
look  into  the  gravity  of  the  problem. 

Mr.  Willink :  I  am  aware  that  under 
war-time  conditions  there  are  difficulties  in 
the  staffing  of  pharmacies,  but  I  have  no 
reason  to  believe  that  there  is  any  general 
difficulty  in  getting  medical  prescriptions 
dispensed  with  reasonable  promptness. 
If  my  hon.  Friend  has  any  particular  case 
in  mind,  I  shall  be  glad  to  look  into  it. 
The  Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee, 
which  advises  me  in  these  matters,  is 
making  every  effort  to  secure  that  the 
available  manpower  is  so  distributed  as  to 
maintain  an  adequate  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vice for  the  public. 
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Alleged  Forged  Prescriptions. — At  Bow 

Street,  London,  recently,  Gladys  Moriarty, 
Waldegrave  Road,  Ealing,  was  remanded 
in  custody  on  charges  of  having  on  several 
occasions  procured  heroin  by  means  of 
forged  prescriptions.  It  was  stated  that 
accused  was  a  drug  addict  and  had  presented 
the  prescriptions  at  the  Vincent  Pharmacy, 
Regency  Road,  London,  S.W. 

Source  of  Supply  for  "  Black  Market."— 

"We  have  got  down  to  one  of  the  sources 
of  supply  of  the  'black  market'  in  cos- 
metics," stated  counsel  for  the  Customs 
and  Excise  authorities,  at  Clerkenwell, 
London,  magistrate's  court  on  February  2, 
when  Arthur  Frederick  Taylor,  motor 
driver,  255  Westrow  Drive,  Barking, 
pleaded  guilty  to  a  charge  of  receiving 
130  gall,  industrial  methylated  spirit,  know- 
ing it  to  have  been  stolen,  and  to  other 
charges.  He  was  sentenced  to  three  months' 
hard  labour  on  the  receiving  charge  and 
fined  a  total  of  ^200,  or  a  further  three 
months'  imprisonment,  on  summonses  by 
the  Customs  and  Excise  authorities  for 
selling  methylated  spirit  in  unlicensed 
premises,  supplying  methylated  spirit 
without  being  an  authorised  methylator 
or  licensed  person,  having  in  his  possession 
methylated  spirit  obtained  from  a  person 
not  authorised  to  supply  it,  and  remov- 
ing methylated  spirit  without  a  permit  or 
certificate  of  authority.  On  January  18 
a  member  of  the  special  inquiry  staff  of 
the  Customs  and  Excise  went  to  a  garage 
in  Brecknock  Road,  N.W.5,  and  found  a 
lorry  laden  with  three  drums  of  methylated 
spirit.  Defendant,  who  was  in  charge  of 
the  lorry,  stated  that  he  had  brought  the 
spirit  from  his  premises  at  Longbridge 
Park,  Barking.  An  officer  who  went  to 
these  premises  found  apparatus  there 
which  could  have  been  used  for  syphoning. 
The  defendant  made  a  statement  in  which 
he  said  "  I  knew  the  spirit  was  stolen,  but 
I  was  not  above  earning  a  few  pounds." 

Discharged  After  Summons  for  Receiving.

I  i  Attractive  Scheme 

The  announcement  of  the  promotion  of 
j  fund,  under  the  control  of  N.P.U.,  Ltd., 
j  r  backing  the  personal  purchase  of  busi- 
ssses  (p.  119)  makes  a  favourable  impres- 
m.    The  financial   enterprises  hitherto 
idertaken  by  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
nion  have  been  highly  successful :  we 
ay  accordingly  take  it  for  granted  that 
ie  pros  and  cons  of  the  new  venture  have 
;en  duly  weighed  and  that  expert  advice 
is  been  enlisted.  Without  becoming  senti- 
ental  on  the  subject,  I  submit  that  a 
stinct  public  loss  is  experienced  when  any 
rivately-owned  business  of  long-established 
:putation  becomes  a  branch  of  a  limited 
jmpany.    There  is  a  similar  difference 
stween  a  privately-owned  pharmacy  and 
branch  of  a  multiple  company  as  there  is 
etween  a  personally-conducted  restaurant 
rid  one  standardised  to  the  specification 
f  some  company  of  caterers.    The  new 
:heme,  if  sufficiently  supported,  can  obviate 
ard  cases  of  a  kind  for  which  a  remedy 
as  .so  far  not  been  forthcoming.    It  may 
appen  that  at  the  time  he  wishes  to  retire 
he  owner  of  a  pharmacy  is  in  poor  health 
nd  is  likely  to  undergo  costly  medical  or 
urgical  treatment.    Aware  that  he  can 
btain  a  higher  price  for  his  business  from 
,  limited  company  than  from  any  private 
mrchaser  with  whom  he  has  been  able  to 
;et  in  touch,  he  yet  decides  that  he  will 
Land  on  his  pharmacy  to  be  continued 
in  existing  lines.    The  financial  sacrifice 
nvolved  may  be  heavy,   may  even  be 
crippling,  especially  at  the  present  level  of 
axation.    In  this  type  of  case  the  relief 
)btainable    from    the    proposed  N.P.U. 
scheme  will  be  obvious.   And  it  is  not  the 
mly  type  in  which  benefit  will  accrue.  The 
publicity  you  have  given  to  this  venture 
will,  I  trust,  ensure  the  active  interest  of 
all  concerned. 

Reconnaissance 

Scotland  has  had  the  benefit  of  three 
meetings  addressed  by  the  secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  with  discussions, 
on  the  proposed  National  Health  Service 
(pp.  121-23).  Everyone  must  appreciate 
the  hard  work  put  in  by  Mr.  Linstead  on 
this  subject,  one  of  many  that  claim  his 
attention.  His  remarks  at  the  meetings 
alluded  to  give  the  impression  of  a  recon- 
naissance :  there  is  no  disparagement  in 
this  estimate,  as  it  seems  to  me  that  at 
present  the  most  enlightened  pharmacist 
can  get  no  further  with  the  contents  of  the 


White  Paper.  To  keep  our  weapons  sharp 
and  polished  and  to  be  watchful  is  about  all 
we  can  do  for  the  moment.  Mr.  Granville 
Shaw  has  been  carrying  out  a  reconnais- 
sance in  another  part  of  the  front  (p.  130). 
With  his  remarks  there  will  be  a  good  deal 
of  sympathy;  but  the  fact  is,  as  we  have 
learned  on  high  authority,  that  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  not  bound 
by  any  resolution  passed  at  Branch  Repre- 
sentatives' meetings.  The  Council's  explana- 
tion of  its  refusal  to  invite  the  Company 
Chemists'  Association  to  be  represented  on 
the  Joint  Pharmaceutical  Committee  (p. 
113)  is  decidedly  feeble:  I  do  not  agree 
either  that  in  dispensing  on  a  national  scale 
company  chemists  have  not  "a  substantial 
community  of  interest"  with  individual 
proprietors  of  pharmacies  or  that  an  addi- 
tion to  the  Joint  Committee  could  not  be 
restricted  to  them.  At  the  risk  of  repeating 
myself,  I  may  add  that  the  test  of  trading 
as  chemists  and  not  as  departmental  stores 
is  clear-cut  and,  to  the  best  of  my  belief, 
workable. 

To  Scrap  or  to  Save 

The  Ministry  of  Supply  appeals  for 
prescription  books  "which  are  so  old  as  to 
be  devoid  of  practical  value"  (p.  120).  The 
Ministry  is  justified  in  asking  for  all  the 
paper  it  can  get;  yet  I  suggest  careful 
examination  before  consigning  prescription 
books  to  the  salvage  heap.  In  the  first 
place,  sets  of  such  books  in  old-established 
pharmacies  are,  so  far  as  my  experience  is  a 
guide,  seldom  complete :  either  they  are 
limited  to  those  of  a  few  recent  years  or 
they  show  considerable  gaps.  Secondly,  the 
British  Records  Association  has  publicly 
cautioned  owners  of  records  of  every 
description  not  to  be  too  ready  to  assume 
that  they  are  devoid  of  interest,  but  to 
obtain  advice,  if  advice  is  necessary,  before 
deciding  to  part  with  them.  This  caution 
may  be  reinforced  by  the  remark  of  a  former 
librarian  of  the  British  Museum,  quoted  by 
the  late  Professor  George  Saintsbury,  that 
the  rubbish  of  one  generation  is  the  treasure 
of  the  next.  Some  of  us  may  live  to  find 
learned  societies,  in  this  country  and  in  the 
Dominions,  asking  for  gifts  of  old  prescrip- 
tion books  to  exhibit  among  their  "  museum 
pieces."  If,  then,  proprietors  of  pharmacies 
are  certain  that  they  can  spare  some  of  their 
records  of  this  type  for  use  by  the  Ministry 
of  Supply,  it  will  be  wise  to  keep  back  a 
selection  for  the  sake  of  an  interest  that  may 
well  increase.

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Commissariat  of  Health.  Subsequently 
the  collection  was  enlarged,  chiefly  with 
material  from  the  model  drug-store  exhibi- 
tion, and  became  the  nucleus  of  a  museum 
founded  by  the  Moscow  Pharmaceutical 
Administration.  The  museum  occupies  two 
floors  on  the  premises  of  one  of  Moscow's 
new  pharmacies  (No.  80) .  The  two  rooms  on 
the  lower  floor  are  devoted  to  the  history 
of  pharmacology  from  ancient  times  to  the 
nineteenth  century,  and,  in  particular,  to 
pharmacology  and  drug  distribution  in  pre- 
revolutionary  Russia.  The  two  rooms  on 
the  upper  floor  illustrate  the  progress  of 
drug  manufacture  and  drug  dispensing  in 
Soviet  times. 

Unique  Records 

Among  the  interesting  documents 
possessed  by  the  museum  are  a  collection 
of  records  of  the  Royal  Pharmacy  of  the 
Tsarist  Court  from  1780  onwards,  the 
records  of  druggists'  associations  in  Russia, 
and  the  papers  of  Professor  V.  Tikhomirov, 
a  well-known  Russian  pharmacologist. 
Attached  to  the  museum  is  a  library  of  old 
manuscript  medical  books  and  herbals,  old 
and  modern  pharmacopoeias,  pharmaco- 
logical literature,  botanical  atlases,  etc. 
The  walls  are  hung  with  photographs, 
engravings,  drawings  and  portraits.  In 
addition  there  is  an  instructive  series  of 
models  of  improved  urban  and  rural 
pharmacies,  drug  manufacturing  processes, 
etc. 

Exhibition  of  Soviet  Pharmacology 

The  museum  has  now  been  taken  over  by 
the  People's  Commissariat  of  Health  of 
the  Russian  S.F.S.R.  and  affiliated  with  the 
Museum  of  the  Central  Pharmaceutical 
Research  Institute.  It  is  maintained  at  the 
expense  of  the  State.  Besides  the  premises 
in  pharmacy  No.  80,  which  are  being  recon- 
structed, additional  space  is  being  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  museum  in  the  centre 
of  Moscow,  where  an  exhibition  is  being 
arranged  on  Soviet  pharmacology  in  the 
war.  The  chief  exhibits  have  been  col- 
lected :  they  illustrate  war-time  inventions, 
work  done  on  replacing  scarce  drugs  by 
substitutes,  damage  done  by  the  German 
invaders  to  pharmacies  and  the  pharma- 
ceutical industry,  and  work  on  rehabilita- 
tion which  has  since  been  undertaken.  A 
section  will  be  assigned  to  the  aid  given 
to  the  Soviet  Union  during  the  war  by 
Great  Britain,  Canada,  Australia  and  the 
United  States.  In  the  grounds  of  the  new 
premises  a  model  garden  of  medicinal  herbs 
will  be  laid  out. 


Charter  for  First  Private  Pharmacy 

Among  the  museum's  exhibits  may 
mentioned  the  charter,  or  "privilege' 
granted  by  Peter  the  Great  to  one  Sauls 
open  the  first  private  drug-store  in  Mosco1 
The  charter,  executed  on  gold  plates, 
set  in  an  elaborate  frame  ornamented  wi 
gilt  busts,  figures  and  coats  of  arms.  T 
plaque  was  made  in  1852,  on  the  occasic 
of  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  pharmac 
which  is  situated  on  Pekrovka  Streel 
Moscow,  and  was  preserved  there  until 
was  turned  over  to  the  museum. 

Another  valuable  exhibit  is  the  "Lib 
pro  Recepta  Imperialia,"  containing  tl| 
original  prescriptions  of  the  Royal  Phal 
macy  of  Paul  I.  The  concluding  entry  is 
prescription  for  the  embalming  of  a  corpi 
signed  by  Grieve  and  Rodgers,  both  En] 
lishmen,  who  were  personal  physicians 
the  monarch. 

Pharmacy  Jars 

Other  exhibits  are  a  collection  of  woode 
gallipots  and  receptacles  of  the  end  of  tl 
eighteenth  century  found  in  the  store-rooi 
of  an  old  Moscow  pharmacy  which  at  or 
time  belonged  to  one  of  the  Governmer1 
institutions.  The  wooden  jars  are  covere 
with  a  black  lacquer  and  bear  the  Roy; 
coat  of  arms,  on  which  the  inscriptions  ai 
painted.  The  town  of  Rzhev  presented  th 
museum  with  a  set  of  gallipots  of  conic 
shape,  made  of  wood  and  covered  with 
rose-yellow  varnish. 

A  collection  of  copies  of  medical  charm! 
and  amulets  of  various  primitive  people 
was  made  for  the  museum  by  the  art  wort1 
shops  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  of  th 
U.S.S.R.,  from  originals  in  the  Academy 
collection.  A  model  mediaeval  apothecary 
shop,  which  is  on  view  at  the  museum,  wa 
constructed  on  the  basis  of  data  at  th| 
Historical  Museum  in  Moscow.  The  janj 
pots  and  other  receptacles  shown  in  th 
model  are  acknowledged  by  the  author  to  b 
exact  copies  made  from  photographs 
ancient  apothecary's  utensils  which  ap 
peared  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 

The  models  of  urban  and  rural  phai 
macies,  to  which  reference  has  been  mad 
were  constructed  by  the  Central  Pharma 
ceutical  Experimental  Station.  They  ar 
one-tenth  natural  size,  and  are  fitted  wit 
up-to-date  and  improved  equipment  fo 
making  and  dispensing  drugs.  The  Moscow 
Pharmaceutical  Museum  is  a  centrall 
placed  scientific  institution  which  gives  aii 
to  the  druggists  and  pharmacologists,  no 
only  of  Moscow,  but  of  all  towns  an< 
villages  of  the  Soviet  Union.

The  main  subject  before  the  meeting 
as  the  consideration  of  pharmaceutical 
spects  of  the  proposed  National  Health 
jrvice.  A  memorandum  on  the  action 
iken  to  date  by  organisations  in  pharmacy 
.  regard  to  the  development  of  the  phar- 
laceutical  service  had  been  circulated. 
[r.  Mallinson  indicated  that  the  policy 
f  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  was 
)  secure  for  retail  pharmacies  the  largest 
ossible  measure  of  participation  in  any 
ew  pharmaceutical  service ;  he  believed 
aat  the  provision  of  the  service  through 
xisting  channels  would  be  in  the  public 
iterest,  and  further  that  the  policy  merited 
tie  support  of  the  manufacturing  and 
wholesale  interests  since,  in  his  view,  the 
ontinuance  of  a  sound  retail  drug  trade 
hannel  of  distribution  provided  the  back- 
round  of  prosperity  for  the  other  sections 
»f  the  drug  trade. 

Resolution  in  Support  of  Pharmacists 

This  policy  was  supported  by  Mr.  S.  W. 
Whiffen  on  behalf  of  the  Wholesale  Drug 
Trade  Association,  and  after  a  full  discus- 
sion it  was  unanimously  resolved  : — 

That  this  Council,  supporting  the 
principle  of  dispensing  in  the  National 
Health  Service  being  done  through  retail 
pharmacies,  pledges  itself  to  take  all 
possible  steps  to  secure  the  recognition 
of  that  principle. 

The  Council  was  in  agreement  that  so 
great  a  measure  of  unanimity  as  possible, 
in  presenting  the  case  for  pharmacy  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  was  essential  if  a 
satisfactory  outcome  was  to  be  secured. 
The    formation    of    a    General  Purposes 


Committee  was  proposed,  with  power  to 
investigate  how  far  a  co-ordinated  policy 
could  be  secured  among  the  various  phar- 
maceutical organisations  on  the  structure 
of  the  future  pharmaceutical  service. 
Mr.  Howells  indicated  that,  in  his  view, 
neither  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  nor  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  was  free 
to  take  part  in  such  discussions  as  were 
envisaged,  since,  as  members  of  a  Joint 
Committee  on  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Service,  they  were  bound  by  a  decision  of 
that  Committee  that  the  constituent  organ- 
isations should  take  no  action  regarding  a 
National  Health  Service  without  the 
knowledge  of  that  Committee.  Mr.  Mal- 
linson pointed  out  that  the  safeguard 
against  independent  action  by  the  con- 
stituent organisations  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee was  directed  against  approaches  to 
or  action  with  Government  departments  or 
other  public  bodies.  After  further  discussion 
the  following  motion  was  adopted  with  two 
dissentients : — 

That  a  General  Purposes  Committee 
be  formed  and  empowered  to  investigate 
the  attitude  of  other  bodies  not  repre- 
sented on  the  Council  in  regard  to  future 
developments  of  the  pharmaceutical 
service,  and  to  report  back  to  the  Council 
thereon. 

A  General  Purposes  Committee  of  twelve 
members,  was  thereupon  set  up,  each  of  the 
constituent  organisations  of  the  Council 
being  afforded  the  opportunity  of  repre- 
sentation on  the  Committee.  The  following 
matters  were  remitted  to  the  General 
Purposes  Committee  for  investigation  and 
report : — 

(i)  Whether  the  best  interests  of 
pharmacy  would  be  served — without 
conflicting  with  the  public  interest — by 
adopting  and  acting  in  support  of  the 
principle  "that  health  legislation  should 
proceed  by  evolution." 

(ii)  Whether  combined  publicity  di- 
rected to  the  general  public  is  possible 
or  desirable  to  secure  public  opinion  in 
support  of  whatever  policy  the  Council 
considers  desirable  in  regard  to  future 
developments  of  the  pharmaceutical 
service. 

The  General  Purposes  Committee  was 
also  instructed  to  investigate  and  report 
on  the  possibility  of  standardisation  of  drug 
trade  practice  in  respect  of  announcements 
of  variations  in  trade  terms  and  prices ; 
discounts  and  settlement  dates ;  and 
chemical,  drug  and  galenical  packs.

goods.  The  essential  difference  is  that  the 
former  are  goods  for  which  a  maximum  price 
has  been  fixed  by  Order,  whereas  the  latter 
have  no  standard  price,  each  transaction 
depending  on  a  particular  set  of  circum- 
stances. The  price  of  a  price-regulated 
article,  e.g.  vacuum  flasks,  toilet  requisites, 
perfumery,  drugs  (but  not  medicines  made 
up  by  retail  chemists),  surgical  dressings, 
etc.,  is  calculated  by  finding  the  "permitted 
price,"  which  is  the  figure  at  which  the 
goods  must  be  sold.  This  is  done  by  adding 
the  basic  price,  i.e.  the  price  on  August  21, 
1939,  to  the  "permitted  increase,"  i.e.  in- 
creases in  costs  and  expenses.  From  this 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  actual  profit,  as 
distinct  from  the  percentage  profit,  on  the 
sale  of  a  price-regulated  article  is  the  same 
today  as  it  was  before  the  war.  Chemists 
selling  price-regulated  goods  should  bear 
in  mind  that,  as  stated  above,  they  may  be 
asked  to  justify  their  prices,  which  can  only 
be  done  if  the  figures  have  been  calculated 
strictly  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  law. 

Penicillin  Posers 

Although  it  is  understood  that  at  the 
present  time  95  per  cent,  of  the  world's 
production  of  penicillin  is  being  manufac- 
tured in  the  United  States,  a  writer  in  the 
U.S.  publication  "Drug  and  Cosmetic  In- 
dustry" recently  stated  that  "Penicillin 
probably  presents  as  black  a  picture  as  the 
industry  will  face  in  the  post-war  period." 
It  might  be  thought,  from  the  information 
available  as  to  output' in  this  country,  that 
British  manufacturers  are  safeguarding 
themsleves  against  any  such  gloomy  pros- 
pects by  refusing  to  risk  manufacture  on 
more  than  a  laboratory  scale.  Yet  there  are 
perplexities  in  the  situation  in  the  land  of 
origin  of  penicillin  that  seem  to  hint  at  a 
much  more  complicated  supply  position. 

Too  Much  and  Too  Little 

In  America  the  dilemma  is  one  of  over- 
production. Manufacturers  are  uneasy  lest 
the  expensive  plants  they  have  installed 
are  left  idle  when  military  demands  dis- 
appear. Meantime,  in  Britain,  civilians  are 
being  denied  the  advantages  of  the  dis- 
covery, except  in  very  special  cases.  Pre- 
sumably all  military  requirements  are  being 
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met,  and  undoubtedly  widespread  research 
is  proceeding,  as  evidenced  by  what  amounts 
to  a  "Penicillin  number"  of  the  "British 
Medical  Journal "  on  January  27.  Announce- 
ments of  new  British  factories,  some  of 
them  on  a  mass  scale,  appear  from  time  to 
time  in  the  Press,  but  almost  invariably 
they  are  not  due  to  go  into  production  until 
some  time  in  the  future.  Mr.  S.  W.  Challinor 
pointed  out  to  the  North  British  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  January 
26  that,  despite  considerable  experience 
obtained  in  production,  the  manufacturing 
difficulties  have  not  been  entirely  sur- 
mounted. He  went  on  to  stress  that  he  was 
vitally  interested  in  encouraging  -the  keen 
interest  shown  in  penicillin. 

Of  the  research  aspect,  the  "Lancet"  is 
able  to  state  (December  30,  1944,  p.  853)  : — 

We  in  Britain  have  become  so  accustomed  to 
the  idea  [of  investigating  the  treatment  of 
syphilis  with  penicillin]  that,  quite  apart  from 
limitations  naturally  imposed  by  the  properties 
of  penicillin,  the  supply  position  denies  its  use 
to  civilians  except  as  a  life-saving  remedy  where 
no  substitute  exists,  and  in  a  few  other  strictly 
defined  circumstances,  we  look  with  wonder  at 
the  amounts  released  for  these  American  syphilis 
trials.  The  penicillin  used  would  probably 
suffice  for  the  treatment  of  between  a  quarter 
and  half  a  million  septic  hands.  The  fact  that 
so  much  penicillin  could  have  been  set  aside 
for  these  specific  trials  is  in  itself  a  commentary 
on  the  vastly  increased  quantities  which  must 
now  be  available  for  more  immediately  pressing 
purposes. 

Another  approach  to  the  problem  is 
made  by  a  correspondent  to  the  "Lancet" 
(December  23,  1944,  p.  836).  "I  am  sorely 
worried  by  the  present  method  of  penicillin 
distribution,"  he  writes.  "  Cold  science  from 
the  laboratory  is  dictating  when  and  how 
it  shall  be  used." 

Though  I  have  treated  thousands  of  casualties 
of  all  types,  only  for  some  dozen  cases  have  I 
so  far  been  able  to  get  penicillin — and  what  a 
rigmarole  before  I  got  that.  At  times,  as  I 
operate,  I  say  to  myself  here  is  a  patient  who, 
should  infection  follow,  may  lose  her  life  or  her 
future  happiness;  her  soldier  husband  would 
hardly  call  the  prophylactic  use  of  penicillin 
an  "extravagance"  in  her  case.  If  his  wife  was 
a  prostitute,  loaded  with  gonorrhoea,  she  could 
have  all  the  penicillin  she  wanted.  If  she  was 
an  enemy  casualty  with  a  mere  scratch,  she 
would  be  given  it  freely. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that  strenuous 
efforts  will  be  made  to  speed  the  supplies 
available  in  these  islands.

-s  once  entirely  discarded  out  of  physic,

>st  fashionable  remedies  in  many  dis- 
ses."  This  statement  suggests  a  differ- 
ce  between  the  Swedish  and  the  British 
escribing  of  the  period,  even  allowing  for 
e  fact  that  the  essay  was  written  a  few 
ars  before  it  was  translated.  This  foot- 
»te  has  a  mention  of  "deadly  night- 
ade,"   then   a   subject  of  controversy, 


some  observers  declaring  that  it  was 
"destined  never  to  revive  again."  It  had 
lately  been  tried  for  "dispersing  tumours 
of  the  breast."  Apothecaries  are  made  to 
share  with  physicians  the  blame  for  neglect- 
ing many  excellent  drugs.  Beyerstein 
asserts  that  the  usual  custom  among  them 
is  to  stock  "only  drugs  of  quick  sale."  Of 
plants  easily  obtainable  but  ignored  he 
instances  mezereon  (for  cancer!),  hop, 
garlic,  carline  thistle,  and  a  few  others. 
The  last-named  is  described  as  "an  excel- 
lent remedy  in  hysteric  complaints."  A 
parallel  comes  to  mind  from  "Much  Ado 
About  Nothing."  In  Act  III,  scene  iv, 
Beatrice  says,  "By  my  troth,  I  am  sick." 
Margaret  retorts,  with  an  implied  play 
on  words,  "Get  you  some  of  this  distill 'd 
Carduus  Benedictus,  and  lay  it  to  your 
heart:  it  is  the  only  thing  for  a  qualm." 
The  name  Carduus  Benedictus,  however,  is 
usually  allotted  to  another  member  of  the 
thistle  family.  It  is  as  well  not  to  be  too* 
definite  about  this,  for  our  translator  did 
"not  pretend  to  have  avoided  all  mistakes" 
in  his  identification  of  plants. 

Ignorance 

Beyerstein  does  not  hesitate  to  charge 
physicians  with  ignorance  in  botany  and 
with  "want  of  care  to  reject  useless,  spu- 
rious and  improper  succedaneums."  He 
charitably  adds  that  as  "the  knowledge  of 
botany  is  carried  so  far,  we  have  reason  to 
hope,  that  things  will  go  better."  Lack  of 
botanical  skill  renders  his  contemporaries 
unwilling,  we  read,  to  prescribe  "wild 
rosemary,  .  .  .  sl  most  efficacious  remedy 
against  the  hooping  cough."  Similarly, 
"the  plant,  and  stalk  of  black  currants, 
no  contemptible  medicine  in  the  hydro- 
phobia, .  .  .  are  now  neglected,  as  the 
antients  have  said  nothing  about  their 
vertues.  .  .  ."  On  the  other  hand,  "white 
saxifrage  and  dropwort,  tho'  neither  of  them 
has  any  extraordinary  quality,  yet  hold  a 
place  amongst  our  officinals."  He  is  severe 
on  the  promiscuous  heaping  up  of  remedies 
in  the  same  prescription,  adding:  "This 
affair  ought  to  be  looked  into,  and  regu- 
lated. ..."  Physicians  are  also  blamed  for 
excessive  caution  in  dosage,  thus  affording 
an  opening  to  quacks."  Apothecaries  are 
given  brief  hints  on  gathering  and  storing 
simples.  One  injunction  is  :  "Rhubarb  ought 
not  to  be  brought  into  an  apothecary's  shop 
under  ten  years  from  the  time  of  its 
gathering.'"

My  policy  enunciated  in  1944,  viz.,  the 
safeguarding  of  the  pharmacist's  qualifica- 
tion, and  vigorous  opposition  to  any  policy 
that  would  seek  to  undermine  it,  remains 
paramount.  Rehabilitation  of  returning 
pharmacists  from  war  service  must  be 
governed  by  practical  and  sympathetic 
consideration.  In  the  problems  that  lie 
ahead,  the  virile  representation  of  the 
employees'  point  of  view  remains  an 
unfulfilled  essential.  The  proposed  National 
Health  Service  must  not  be  a  mere  extension 
of  National  Health  Insurance.  Dispensing 
is  the  prerogative  of  pharmacists,  and  re- 
muneration must  be  adequate.  The  per- 
sonnel of  any  proposed  Pharmacy  Board 
must  be  predominantly  pharmaceutical  and 
democratically  elected. 

Hirst,  Harold  Maude 

Nine  years  ago  the  electorate  gave  me 
a  seat  on  the  Council,  with  a  higher  vote 
in  1939.  I  ask  for  a  renewal  of  that  con- 
fidence. Looking  at  the  1935  calendar,  I 
find  only  five  names  now  left  of  those  who 
formed  the  Council  at  that  time,  and  the 
other  sixteen  chairs  have  been  filled  twice 
or  three  times  in  some  cases.

Meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  and  Chemists'  De- 
fence Association  were  held  in  London  on 
January  24,  Alderman  W.  J.  Tristram  in 
the  chair.  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish  paid  a 
tribute  to  the  late  Mr.  John  Keall,  and  it 
was  resolved  "That  this  Executive  records 
with  the  deepest  regret  the  death  of  John 
Keall,  who  was  chairman  during  the  Union's . 
first  year,  and  one  of  the  most  active 
founders  of  the  N.P.U.  His  personal  ser- 
vices will  always  be  remembered  with 
gratitude  by  the  Executive  and  officers  of 
the  N.P.U."  A  resolution  was  passed 
congratulating  Messrs.  S.  J.  Stearn  and 
C.  S.  Challinor  upon  their  co-option  as 
members  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association  council. 

Joint  Committee  on  Pharmaceutical  Service 

The  Executive  considered  the  position 
that  would  arise  if  the  proposed  National 
Health  Service  were  merely  an  extension  of 
existing  National  Health  Insurance  benefits 
to  dependants  of.  insured  persons.  In  view 
of  a  pronouncement  made  by  Mr.  Hugh  N. 
Linstead  (secretary,  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety) on  the  matter,  it  was  resolved  to 
request  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  an 
early  meeting  of  the  Joint  Committee  to 
discuss  the  position  in  all  its  aspects. 

Feeding-cups,  Foods,  and  Teats 

The  Secretary  reported  that,  in  con- 
sequence of  reports  of  an  impending  short- 
age of  earthenware  medical  requisites,  such 
as  bedpans,  feeding-cups,  etc.,  he  had  made 
representations  to  the  Board  of  Trade 
during  November  1944.  Representations 
had  also  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Food 
suggesting  that  the  new  vitaminised  Na- 
tional dried  milk  should  be  distributed 
through  chemists.  A  reply  had  been  re- 
ceived indicating  that  the  only  change 
intended  was  to  add,  in  future,  a  quantity 
of  vitamin  D  to  the  National  dried  milk, 
and  that  no  change  in  the  method  of 
distribution  through  Food  Offices  was 
contemplated.  A  further  approach  is  to 
be  made /to  the  Ministry.  The  Secretary 
reported  that  the  office  of  the  N.P.U.  had 
co-operated  with  the  Board  of  Trade  in 
securing  particulars  from  representative 
chemists  in  fifteen  towns  of  quantities  of 
feeding-bottle  teats  received  by  them  in 
each  month  since  July  1944.  The  informa- 
tion indicated  that  there  had  been  no  sub- 
stantial increase  in  the  number  of  teats 
available  to  retail  chemists,  and  the  Board

IRISH  DRUG  ASSOCIATION 

Mr.  Lyall  G.  Smith  (president  of  the 
Association)  was  in  the  chair  at  meet- 
ings of  the  committee  of  ,  the  Irish  Drug 
Association  held  on  January  1  and  15.  He 
referred  with  deep  regret  to  the  bereave- 
ment suffered  by  Mr.  R.  J.  Kidney  on  the 
death  of  his  sister,  and  .to  the  death  of 
Mr.  David  Warwick,  an  active  member  of 
the  Association.  Votes  of  condolence  were 
passed  with  the  relatives  of  both  families, 
all  members  standing.  A  discussion  took 
place  on  the  restricted  distribution  of 
veterinary  preparations,  with  particular 
reference  to  the  policy  of  one  manufacturer, 
and  the  following  resolution  was  passed 
unanimously:  "That  the  Committee  en- 
dorses the  steps  that  have  been  taken  by 
the  Joint  Committee  of  Action  of  the 
Association  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  regarding  restricted  veterinary 
distribution." 

Return  of  Empties 

The  wholesale  section  of  the  Association 
asked  for  attention  to  be  drawn,  particularly 
in  the  Cork  and  Limerick  areas,  to  the  fact 
that  the  collection  of  empties  by  private 
carriers  and  not  by  the  railway  company 
results  in  a  greater  charge  for  carriage. 
Members  were  recommended  to  arrange 
to  have  empties  collected  only  by  the 
railway  company.  The  attention  of  mem- 
bers was  drawn  to  the  fact  that  a  certain 
proprietary  wine  was  not  on  the  approved 
list;  recent  advertisements  for  this  pre- 
paration stated  that  it  might  be  obtained 
from  grocers,  chemists,  and  stores.  A 
request  from  the  manufacturers  of  a 
branded  extract  of  malt  and  cod-liver  oil, 
i-lb.  size,  for  the  notification  of  price 
changes  was  discussed.  Exception  was 
taken  to  the  company's  fixing  of  a  new  retail 
price  without  consulting  the  committee, 
particularly  when  most  members  had 
purchased  large  stocks  from  other  firms 
at  a  wholesale  price  of  36s.  per  doz.  In 
answer  to  a  complaint  regarding  the  sale 
of  a  certain  proprietary  tablet  by  non- 
chemists,  the  secretary  was  instructed  to 
inform  the  complainant  that,  owing  to  the 
indiscriminate  sale  of  the  preparation  prior 
to  December  1,  1944,  some  time  would 
elapse  before  stocks  were  finally  exhausted 
in  non-chemists'  shops.  The  committee 
has  been  informed  by  the  makers  that  show 
material  is  now  available  for  members 
from  the  agent  in  Dublin.  An  application 
for  the  inclusion  of  Azolchloramid  on  the 
approved  list  was  acceded  to,  subject  to  an 
undertaking  being  given  by  all  wholesalers. 
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The  advantages  of  membership  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  were  enu- 
merated by  Alderman  W.  J.  Tristram,  J. P. 
(chairman,  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
and  a  member  of  Council,  Pharmaceutical 
Society),  in  an  address  on  "Benefits  and 
Betterment"  given  before  the  Bath 
Branch  of  the  N.P.U.  on  January  31. 
The  branch  chairman  (Mr.  T.  Swain) 
presided. 

N.P.U.  Activities 

Mr.  Tristram  said  he  could  not  but  be 
impressed  at  the  multitude  of  activities 
now  being  conducted  at  N.P.U.  head- 
quarters. The  Chemists'  Defence  Associa- 
tion, although  "sometimes  blackmailed," 
had  so  far  met  all  demands  made  upon  it  in 
safeguarding  members'  interests.  Under 
the  Chemists'  Mutual  Insurance  scheme  all 
kinds  of  insurance  were  available  to  mem- 
bers at  rates  lower  than  those  of  the  com- 
panies. The  Chemists'  Friends  Association 
was  probably  the  greatest  effort  in  pharmacy 
to  get  back  the  trade  in  medicines,  and  he 
hoped  that  it  would  secure  for  pharmacists 
an  increasing  independence  of  the  manu- 
facturers of  "universal"  proprietaries.  The 
marvel  to  him  was  that  there  were  still 
7  per  cent,  of  proprietor  chemists  who 
considered  they  could  afford  not  to  be 
members  of  the  N.P.U.  It  was  obviously 
right,  he  said,  for  the  N.P.U.  to  take  part 
in  the  National  Joint  Industrial  Council  for 
Retail  Pharmacy.  The  wage  scales  agreed 
upon  constituted  a  satisfactory  piece  of 
work  never  previously  attempted,  and  the 
Executive  regarded  them  as  a  workable 
scale  that  could  be  enforced. 

All  proprietor  pharmacists,  the  speaker 
went  on,  had  been  disturbed  at  the  fre- 
quency with  which  good  businesses  tended 
to  pass  out  of  private  hands.  Some  form 
of  control  of  the  opening  of  new  businesses 
would  probably  continue,  and  the  Govern- 
ment would  endeavour  to  guarantee  a 
livelihood  to  men  returning  from  the  Forces. 
Thus  the  value  of  existing  businesses  would 
be  still  further  enhanced,  and  they  would 
become  even  more  difficult  for  private 
purchasers  to  buy.  Under  the  scheme 
prepared  by  the  N.P.U.  and  submitted  to 
branches,  manufacturers  and  wholesalers 
were  being  invited  to  donate  to  a  central 
fund,  and  retailers  either  to  donate  or  to 
lend.  Investor  members  would,  on  payment 
of  ^100,  be  eligible  to  apply  after  the  lapse 
of  twelve  months  for  aid  in  purchasing 
a  business.

INSURANCE  ACT  DISPENSING 

Exeter. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  on  January  29,  the  medical 
benefit  subcommittee  reported  an  alleged 
irregularity  in  dispensing  by  a  firm  of 
chemists.  The  firm  had  decided  not  to 
handle  the  preparations  of  ex-German 
companies  now  registered  as  British,  and 
the  doctor  agreed  to  a  substitute  being 
used,  though  he  only  did  so  to  prevent 
delay.  The  matter  was  reported  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  who  replied  to  the  effect 
that  a  case  would  have  arisen  if  the  doctor 
had  not  given  consent  to  the  substitution. 
A  member  of  the  Committee  said  he  felt 
disturbed  at  the  action  of  the  chemists. 
It  could  not  be  proved  in  every  case  that 
the  substitute  was  as  good,  and  he  would 
not  stand  for  any  fooling  by  any  firm. 
While  he  appreciated  the  desire  not  to 
trade  with  an  ex-enemy  organisation,  he 
considered  it  a  serious  matter  for  anyone  to 
put  in  a  bottle  of  medicine  something 
which  was  not  going  to  do  what  the  doctor 
intended  it  should  do.  The  chairman  said 
the  practitioner  had  the  last  say  in  the 
matter. 

London. — Astonishment  was  expressed  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
recently  that  a  cost  of  9s.  had  been  incurred 
on  a  private  prescription  issued  to  an 
N.H.I,  patient  by  his  Panel  doctor.  The 
doctor  explained  that  as  a  rule  he  never 
wrote  a  panel  prescription  for  a  preparation 
not  included  in  the  National  War  Formu- 
lary ;  he  had  asked  the  patient  to  apply 
to  the  Insurance  Committee  to  recover  the 
expense  of  the  private  prescription.  The 
Committee  recommended  that  the  doctor 
should  refund  the  9s.  to  the  insured  person. 

Oxford. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Insurance  Committee,  a  reply  from  Boots, 
Ltd.,  was  received  to  a  request  that  the 
company  should  take  part  in  a  rota  service 
in  the  Headington  area  on  Sundays, 
Thursdays  and  Bank  Holidays.  The  letter 
stated  that,  owing  to  the  operation  of  the 
Shops  (Sunday  Trading  Restriction)  and 
the  Shops  Acts,  managers  working  on 
Sundays  and  Thursdays  would  have  to 
have  time  off  in  compensation,  but  at  the 
present  time  no  relief  staffs  were  available. 
A  member  of  the  Committee  asked  if,  on 
the  basis  of  the  company's  reply,  chemists 
were  liable  to  prosecution  if  they  made  jip 
urgent  prescriptions  when  called  out  during 
the  night.  The  chairman  stated  that  every 
chemist  in  Oxford  was  in  the  same  category 
as  Boots,  Ltd.  It  was  agreed  to  write  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  position.

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MISCELLANEOUS  INQUIRIES 

Neutralising  Onion  Odour  on  Hands. — 

P.  K. — The  solution  usually  employed 
for  this  purpose  is  formaldehyde,  40  per 
cent.,  one  or  two  parts  in  a  standard  hand 
lotion.  An  alternative  is  sodium  sulphite, 
1-2  per  cent.  Each  is  applied  after  handling 
the  onions. 

Irradiated  Yeast. —  T.  L.  M. — Yeast  con- 
tains about  o-6  per  cent,  of  ergosterol,  which, 
when  irradiated,  is  converted  into  calciferol. 
Each  gm.  of  yeast  yields  calciferol  equiva- 
lent to  3,000  i.u.  of  vitamin  D,  and  the 
daily  administration  of  gr.  3  or  gr.  4  of 
irradiated  yeast  is  sufficient  to  prevent 
rickets  in  infants. 

Tracing  a  Descendant. —  H.  J. — We  do 

not  know  of  a  register  of  people  trading  as 
druggists  prior  to  the  Pharmacy  Act  of 
1868.  We  have  no  trace  of  Mr.  Arthur  Venn 
(or  Ven)  in  our  records.  The  usual  pro- 
cedure for  tracing  possible  descendants  is 
to  advertise  the  relevant  particulars  in  a 
daily  newspaper. 

Cough  Mixture. —  A .  H.  P. — A  cough 
mixture  containing  chlorodyne  can  only  be 
sold  on  registered  premises  by  authorised 
sellers  of  poisons  (including  registered 
pharmacists).  As  this  is  "recommended 
as  a  medicine,"  the  label  should  state  the 
proportions  of  active  constituents  (chloro- 
dyne, B.P.C. ;  syr.  tolu,  B.P. ;  syr.  squill, 
B.P. ;  glycerin;  and  ipecacuanha),  and 
also  bear  in  a  separate  frame,  or  on  a 
separate  label,  the  cautionary  notice 
"It  is  dangerous  to  exceed  the  stated 
dose."  The  word  "poison"  should  not  be 
used.  A  Government  stamp  is  unneces- 
sary, because  the  duty  was  abolished 
in  1941. 

D.D.  Register.—  ^.  H.  P.— The  parti- 
culars of  supply  in  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
register  in  respect  of  12  fl.  oz.  of  solution 
of  cocaine  hydrochloride,  1  per  cent., 
should  be  entered  in  the  corresponding 
Part  II  of  the  register,  in  accordance  with 
details  in  Part  I  as  to  the  amount  and  form 
in  which  the  drug  was  obtained,  i.e.  either 
the  weight  of  cocaine  hydrochloride,  or,  if 
obtained  as  such,  the  volume  of  solution  of 
cocaine  hydrochloride  with  other  details 
as  to  the  amount  of  drug  therein.  The 
registered  dentist  may  order  12  oz.  of  1  per 
cent,  solution,  "For  local  anaesthetic,  dental 
use,"  without  specifying  weight  of  drug 
therein.  A  police  inspector  has  no  authority 
to  state  that  this  (or  any  other  way)  is 
wrong  provided  the  proportion  or  amount 
of  drug  is  clearly  set  out  on  the  signed  order.
